The Brunner Mystique is a nicely done index and 
showcase of the work of Frank Brunner. The index is 
very comprehensive, including all of Frank's work in 
comics, magazines, tabloids, fanzines, book covers, 
prints, posters and even ads and T-shirts. The art 
presented has mostly (or possibly all) been printed 
before, and the price is high, but this is stilla 
beautiful package and a must for Brunner fans and 
collectors.

There's the usual Marvel, DC, etc. news, with cover 
repros, and also a nice interview with Jim Warren, a 
comics sales survey, fanzine reviews and more. CMN 
seems to be the top fanzine in England, and is eertainly 
worth the time of any USA fan.

In it's own right, 
this zine is not overly impressive, but Brad Foster 
shows a lot of potential as a cartoonist for the future.

Lee Mats does a serious strip that 
doesn't fit her art style with a twist ending unworthy 
of the strip. The strip I enjoyed most, for some 
reason, Was Midnight in the Medina by Mary Skrenes and 
Mike Vosburg. It has an excellent mixture of humor and 
intrigue. Mike Friedrich is still making Star*Reach a 
good comic, but I can't help wt be disappointed that 
most of what he publishes still isn't any more different 
from the above ground comics than, say, Warren.
